2. BUDGET. THURSDAY WASHPOST GETLER REPORTS SENATE ARMED 

SERVICES R&D SUBCOMMITTEE DEALT A PRELIMINARY SETBACK TO 
PENTAGON PLANS TO MOVE AHEAD WITH PRODUCTION OF B-I 
BOMBER AND VOTED FOR SECOND CONSECUTIVE YEAR TO TRY TO 
STOP SCHLESINGER'S EFFORTS TO REVAMP NUCLEAR STRATEGY BY 
IMPROVING THE ACCURACY OF MISSILES. SUBCOMMITTEE VOTED 
TO CUT 640 MILLIONS FROM 10.2 BILLION BUDGET FOR NEW 
WEAPONS PROJECTS, INCLUDING 160 MILLION FROM THE 672 
MILLION REQUESTED FOR B-I DEVELOPMENT AND 109 MILLION TO

3. NATO. THURSDAY WASHPOST FOUQUET BRUSSELS REPORTS 
ATLANTIC ALLIES WASTE BETWEEN 10 AND 20 BILLIONS 
ANNUALLY BECAUSE OF DUPLICATION AND LACK OF STANDARDI- 
ZATION IN MILITARY EQUIPMENT, ACCORDING TO CALLAGHAN 
STUDY OF MID- 1 974 WHICH RECOMMENDS ESTABLISHMENT OF A 
TRANSATLANTIC COMMON MARKET IN MILITARY AND GOVERNMENTAL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EQUIPMENT AND RESEARCH AS THE BEST MEANS OF OVERCOMING

4. SOVIET MILITARY. TUESDAY BALTSUN HAD BRUSSELS AP 
REPORTING NATO OEEICIALS SAID SOVIET MANEUVERS ARE NOW 
SHAPING UP AS BIGGEST IN SOVIET HISTORY, AND ALLIED 
SHIPS AND PLANES ARE WATCHING THE EXERCISE IN THE 
ATLANTIC, PACIEIC, AND INDIAN OCEANS, ALSO LONG-RANGE 
SOVIET AIRCRAET HAVE BEEN SIGHTED IN CARIBBEAN AND OEF 
WEST AFRICA. AP ADDED THAT SOVIET UNITS ARE WATCHING THE 
ALLIED OBSERVERS AND ONE NATO SOURCE SAID: THE FOLLOWERS 
ARE BEING FOLLOWED. 

4A. WEDNESDAY WASHPOST ROUNDUP ITEM REPORTED THAT TWO 

WESTERN MILITARY LEADERS SAID IN ARTICLES PUBLISHED IN 
NATO REVIEW THAT SOVIET UNION HAS ACHIEVED MILITARY 
SUPERIORITY AND IS INCREASING ITS ARMED FORCES MORE THAN 
COULD BE JUSTIFIED FOR DEFENSIVE PURPOSES, BRITISH 
DEFENSE SECRETARY MASON SAYING FREEDOM CANNOT BE 
GUARANTEED IF WE IGNORE AN EXISTING THREAT SUCH AS IS 
POSED BY THE GROWING MILITARY STRENGTH OF THE WARSAW

THEIR LAND, SEA AND AIR FORCES TO AN EXTENT FAR EXCEEDING 
ANYTHING THAT COULD REMOTELY BE JUSTIFIED SIMPLY FOR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DEFENSE. 

5. NUCLEAR. THURSDAY NYTIMES SULLIVAN REPORTS THAT A 
LASER TECHNIQUE THAT SCIENTISTS BELIEVE WILL MAKE IT 
EASIER TO PRODUCE NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND COMMERCIAL NUCLEAR 
POWER HAS BEEN DEVEEOPED BY LOS ALAMOS SCIENTIFIC 
LABORATORY AND PROCEDURE HAS BEEN MADE PUBLIC FOLLOWING 
DISCLOSURE THT THE NEW TECHNIQUE HAS ALSO BEEN ACHIEVED BY 
SCIENTISTS IN SOVIET UNION. THE NEW LASER TECHNIQUE OF 
EXTRACTING URANIUM 235 ALSO IS EXPECTED TO COMPLICATE 
EFFORTS TO LIMIT THE PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
BECAUSE IT WOULD MAKE POSSIBLE THE PRODUCTION OF URANIUM 
235 USED IN SUCH WEAPONS WITH A MINIMUM OF TECHNICAL 
SOPHISTICATION, AND IT ALSO THROWS NEW LIGHT ON FEARS 
ABOUT THE THEFT OF PLUTONIUM BY TERRORISTS SINCE THE BOMB 
FUEL COULD MORE EASILY BE EXTRACTED FROM RAW URANIUM 
WITHOUT RECOURSE TO ELABORATE THIEVERY. 

6. NATO SUMMIT. LOS ANGELES TIMES EDITORIAL APRIL 21 

SAYS FORD SUMMIT TRIP TO EUROPE IN MAY WILL BE AMONG MOST 
IMPORTANT SUCH TRIPS SINCE WORLD WAR II; ITS MAIN PURPOSE 
WILL BE TO REASSURE OUR ALLIES THEY NEEDN'T WORRY THAT
